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EXAMINER'S COMMENT AND REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Drawings 

1 . Figures 3 and 4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of reference fails to teach an injection molding machine with two injection cylinders in 
parallel on the retention member and the two nozzle touch rods disposed symmetrically 
outside the injection units with two servomotors for driving the respective nut pieces. 
The closest prior art having two cylinders utilize only one rod or only one servomotor, 
not independent servomotors to each of the rods that are disposed outside each 
injection unit and the entire unit retention member and each injection unit are moved 
together. The other closes prior art, Dechavanne, discloses two separate clamping 
units for each injection unit, however, the injection units are independently operated and 
lack the nozzle touch rods, nut pieces, and servomotors drive a heating cylinder 
retention member.
